POSTAL AFFAIRS. 


The annual report of the Post 


Olistor Gjnei-*l. Jewell, presents the 
following statement of receipts and 
disbursements for the fiscal year: 
RecriptM, 829,441,300; expenditures, 
933,611,309; department deficit, $4,- 
169,944. This deficit was paid out of 
the 
treasury. 
But 
the "actual 


amount drawn from the treasury was 
•4,716,329." 
It appears from these 


figures that the department this year 
has drawn and used one way or nn- 
Other, the sum of 834,157,089. 
The 


Appropriations for 1873-1 aggregated 
935,706,091. 
The money order de- 


partment's business amounted to 
980,000,000 for the year, with "an 
Apparent profit;" but Mr. Jewell says 
with an actual loss, estimating the 
cost of clerk hire and stationary. 
He speaks well of the fast mail ser- 
vice, and thinks that it will soon be 
extended to all the principal railway 
lines of the country, "from New 
England to the Gulf of Mexico, and 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific." 
A reduction of postage on transient 
newspapers, periodicals, maps, books, 
-etc., is recomeuded, to one cent for 
•each two ounces. 
The law of January 


1st, 1875, relating to newspaper 
postage, has realized about a million 
dollars. 
The postmasters as a class 


Are complimented for efficiency, ca- 
pability and attention to their duty; 
bat a want of equity in their com- 
pensation is complained of, and tho 


• report recommends legislation in favor 
of salaries proportioned to the duties 
imposed and performed. 


SECRETARY HRISTOW.

TUB NATIONAL GOL.U BANKS. 
The following extract, relative to 


the National Gold Banks, is taken 
from the annexed report of the Hon. 
Jay Knox, Controller of Currency: 
The National Gold Banks of the 
United States are nine in number, 
are all located in the State of Cali- 
fornia. Their total capital, which in 
November, 1874, was $3,650,080, bas 
been increased during the pret.ent 
year to $4,700,000. Their aggregate 
circulation has, 
aloo, during the 


same period, been increased from 
$2,150,000 to 2,630,000. 
The Nation- 


al Gold Bank and Trust Company, of 
San Francisco, has deposited in the 
Treasury of the United States $740,- 
1)00 in gold, for the purpose of retir- 
ing its circulation notes, $34.000 of 
which was deposited during the pres- 
ent month. Two other Gold Banks 
— one ut, Stockton, and the other at 
Petaluma— havo deposited $160,000, 
and $40,000, respectively, for the 
same purpose. The total amount of 
specie so deposited being $140,000. 
and their notes to that amount ate 
now redeemable in gold, both at the 
office of the Assistant Treasurer in 
Sun Francisco, and at the Treasury 
in Washington:
